NOTICE TO THE PUBLIC 


Registration Of Firearms 


The Bureau of Internal Revenue, United States Treasury Department, 
desires to bring to your attention that, under the provisions of the NA­ 
TIONAL FIREARMS ALT, IT IS MANDATORY that certain types of 
firearm s, as hereinafter described, he registered with the Commissioner 
of Internal Revenue, W ashington, I). C. 


Firearm s of the automatic type, such as machine guns, sub­ 
machine guns, or any type of gun from which a number of 
shots or bullets may be discharged with one continuous pull 
of the trigger; and shot guns and rifles with a barrel length 
of less than eighteen inches. 


Many of these firearm s brought or sent into this country from abroad 
by members of the armed forces and merchant marine, either with or 
without certificates signed by commanding officers, have not been regis­ 
tered. 


Persons having in their possession firearm s of the described types above
